Crazy Economics 


It is crazy economics, but the Canadian taxpayer 
is going to benefit if Ottawa is able to sell at 27 cents 
a pound some 80,000,000 pounds of butter that has 
cost something over 75 cents a pound. Actually, the 
butter is not being offered as butter but as butter 
oil — used mostly in the production of such products 
as ice cream, candy, cookies and processed cheese — 
and the benefit to the taxpayer will be in a saving on 
further storage charges. The government’s support 
price on the product was 64 cents, but the expense 
of storing it and converting it to oil has raised the 
figure to something over 75 cents a pound. If the 
government is able to make the sale, the loss, paid 
out of tax revenues, will be not less than $38 million. 

Unfortunately, that is not the whole story. There 
remains in cold storage about 140,000,000 pounds of 
pure butter, and the government continues to buy 
butter from the farmer at the support price of 64 
cents and offer it to the wholesale trade at 52 cents. 
This 12-cent consumer subsidy has increased butter 
consumption, but the higher consumption simply en¬ 
courages production to remain higher than the 
market’s true demand. If the stocks still left in stor¬ 
age eventually have to be converted to oil and sold 
at the world price of 27 cents, the public will lose 
about an additional $67 million. And the final item 
of crazy economics in the story is that the bargain- 
priced butter oil is available only for export. Cana¬ 
dian food processors may buy oil from the govern¬ 
ment only at the equivalent price of 52 cents a pound 
for whole butter.
